[0039] Fig. 10 shows the flow at the time of inputting the 
sending station address in this embodiment. At step S41, a 
5 destination address is first inputted like the 1st or 4th 
embodiment. Next, at step S42, a sending station button is 
pushed and sending station address is inputted. Next, at 
step S43, a start button is pushed and an image data is 
transmitted, with a subsequent flow being like Fig. 1 

10 (steps S44-S46) . An e-mail address of a PC or a WS, which 

is usually provided at a sender's seat, is inputted as a 
sending station address. Therefore, if the e-mail is 
subjected to a transmitting failure, a notice mail of the 
failure can be received by the PC or the WS of the sender's 

15 seat as well as in the case of a conventional e-mail. 

[0040] Thus, according to the 5th embodiment, in the case 
where transmission goes wrong, an unsuccessful transmission 
notice can be sent to the sender in the basis of the 
sending station address. 

20 [0041] (6th embodiment) Next, the 6th embodiment of this 

invention is explained with reference to Fig. 11 . This 
embodiment adds a voice-input/output section 14 which has a 
microphone and a receiver and a voice-compression/expansion 
section 15 which compresses or expands a digitized voice to 

25 the configuration of the 4th embodiment shown in Fig. 8. 
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[0042] Fig. 12 shows a flow at the time of inputting the 
voice and transmitting it together with an image in this 
embodiment. First, at step S51, the destination is 
inputted like the 1st or 4th embodiment, and the message 
button which is in the panel section 7 is pushed at step 
S51, . A message is recorded through the microphone of the 
voice-input/output section 14, with the message button 
being pushed. Voice is compressed by the voice- 

compression/expansion section 15, and is accumulated in the 
external memory section 4. Next, a start button is pushed 
at step S53, an image data is inputted from the scanner 
section 6 at step S54, and the inputted image data is 
subjected to format conversion and is accumulated in the 
external memory section 4 at step S55. Next, at step S56, 
the image data and voice data which were accumulated are 
unified to one mail, and it is transmitted to the 
destination at step S57. When it is received, the image 
data and voice data which were received are expanded in 
compression/expansion sections 8 and 15, respectively, and 
outputted from the printer section 11 and the voice- 
input/output section 14. In addition, the method of 
unifying the files of two different data formats is 
prescribed by the above-mentioned MIME. 

[0043] Thus, according to the above 6th embodiment, 
information peculiar to voice, such as conveying a sender's 
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feeling with image information, can be told. 

[004 4] (7th embodiment) Next, the 7th embodiment of this 
invention is explained with reference to Fig. 13 . This 
embodiment adds an image I/O section 16 which has a video 
5 camera and a CRT and an animation compression/expansion 
section 17 to the configuration of the 6th embodiment shown 
in Fig. 11. 

[0045] Fig. 14 shows a flow at the time of inputting the 
animation and transmitting it together with an image in 

10 this embodiment. First, at step S61, the destination is 
inputted like the 1st or 4th embodiment, a image button of 
the panel section 7 is pushed and an animation is recorded 
with the camera of the image I/O section 16 at step S62. 
The recorded animation is compressed by the MPEG method by 

15 animation compression/expansion section 17, and is 
accumulated in the external memory section 4. Next, a 
start button is pushed at step S63, an image data is 
inputted from the scanner section 6 at step S64, and the 
inputted image data is subjected to format conversion and 

20 is accumulates in the external memory section 4 at step 
S65. Next, at step S66, the image data and video data 
which were accumulated are unified to one mail, and it is 
transmitted to the destination at step S67. When it is 
received, the image data and video data which were received 

25 are expanded in compression/expansion sections 8 and 17, 
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respectively, and outputted from the printer section 11 and 
the image I/O section 16. In addition, the method of 
unifying the files of two different data formats is 
prescribed by the above-mentioned MIME . 

[0046] Thus, according to the above 7th embodiment, the 
animation information which cannot be expressed with a 
still picture can be told with image information, 

[0047] (8th embodiment) Next, the 8th embodiment of this 
invention is explained. In this embodiment, an e-mail which 
was received by the LAN control section 9 is analyzed, and 
CPU1 is made to perform processing according to an analysis 
result, using the configuration shown in Fig. 8. 

[0048] Fig. 15 shows an example of a format at the time of 
carrying out registration of a destination mail address and 
a sending station address using an e-mail in this 
embodiment. The e-mail is separated into a header and a 
text generally, and the header section shows the data 
format of the text. Content-type of the header 31 in Fig. 
15 is "text/plain", which shows that the text 32 is 
character code data, and the text is required to be 
character code data in this embodiment. Subject of a 
header 31 is "! ! $ ", which shows that the text 32 is an 
instruction. Since the title of this e-mail is usually put 
behind "Subject :", "!!$" is a special character code and 
can be distinguished from the title. 
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[0049] In the text 32, the sender's ID and a list of 
destination mail addresses, the sending station address and 
the like are described, and definitions "!ID", "!LIST", 
" ! FROM" are put on the heads of them, respectively. In 
5 this equipment, the LAN control section 9 analyzes these 
character strings that are located in the predetermined 
position of the received character code data and 
discriminates the sender's ID etc. from the defined 
character code, and CPU1 registers them into the external 

10 memory section 4. 

[0050] Thus, according to the above 8th embodiment, 
required processing can be performed with no need for a 
special protocol between this equipment and terminals, such 
as a PC and a WS . 

15 [0051] (9th embodiment) Next, the 9th embodiment of this 
invention is explained. In this embodiment, the LAN control 
section 9 analyzes the e-mail of the received character 
code data , and CPU1 registers the sender's ID and the 
destination mailing list making them correspond with each 

20 other, using the configuration shown in Fig. 8. 

[0052] Fig. 16 shows the flow of this embodiment. First, 
if the LAN control section 9 receives the character code 
data of an e-mail at step S71, it analyzes the "Subject" 
section of the header at step S72. Next, it judges whether 

25 an analysis result is an instruction of the text at step 
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S73 and if it proves that the analysis result is an 
instruction of the text, the text will be analyzed at step 
S74. And at step S75, CPU1 registers the sender's ID and 
the destination mailing list to the external memory section 
5 4 making them correspond with each other. When the text is 
not an instruction, an character data is changed into an 
image data at step S7 6, and the image data is printed at 
step S77. 

[0053] Fig. 17 shows a flow at the time of choosing the 
10 destination from the destination list in this embodiment. 

First, if the destination list button of the panel section 
7 is pushed at step S81 and the sender's ID is inputted at 
and step S82, the destination list registered by e-mail 
will be displayed on the panel section 7. And at step S83, 
15 if the destination is chosen from the displayed destination 
list and a start button is pushed at step S84, an image 
data inputted from the scanner section 6 will be subjected 
to format conversion and transmitted to the destination 
(steps S85-S87) . 

20 [0054] Thus, according to the above 9th embodiment, a 
destination e-mail address list can be easily inputted for 
every individual. 

[0055] (10th embodiment) Next, the 10th embodiment of this 
invention is explained. In this embodiment, the LAN 
25 control section 9 analyzes a received e-mail of the 
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character code data which, CPU1 registers the sender's ID 
and the sending station address to the external memory 
section 4 making them correspond to each other. This 
embodiment differs from the above 9th embodiment in that 
5 registering the sender's ID and the sending station address 
is carried out making them correspond to each other at step 
S75 in Fig, 16. In the case of choosing the sending 
station address, if the sending station button of the panel 
section 7 is pushed and a sender's ID is inputted, the 

10 registered sending station address will be displayed on the 
panel section 7, and therefore inputs can be carried out 
looking at it and a start button will be pushed. 
[0056] Thus, according to the above 10th embodiment, an e- 
mail address of a sender's (sending station) can be easily 

15 inputted for every individual. 

[0057] (11th embodiment) Next, the 11th embodiment of this 
invention is explained. In this embodiment, the above 9th 
embodiment and the 10th embodiment are combined, and 
further, when the destination is chosen from a destination 

20 list, the sending station address is determined. That is, 
in Fig. 17 , when the sender's ID is inputted at step S82, 
a sending station address which corresponds with it will be 
recognized, and when an image data is transmitted, the 
sending station address will be automatically written on 
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
